CRIMINAL LIBEL. 

The Case Advanced a Stage-Law Points 
Take up the Greator Portion ot the Time 
—Mayor Grant's Testimony. 

At 11.30 yesterday morning tho case of 
W. H, Ellis aud A. O. Sargison, adjourned 
from the 2iJd hist., on tho charge of crim- 
inal libel, was called in the police court 
before Hon. A. N. Richards, P. M., pre- 
siding, 

Messrs. Mills anil Hott appeared for 
the prosecution and Mr. Theodore Davie, 
Q. C, for tho defence. 

Tho magistrate opened the case by re- 
marking to Mr. Davie: " We adjourned 
this case on Monday last for tho purpose 
of allowing you to ascertain whether you 
could produce evidence to prove the truth 
of tho charges contained in the alleged 
libel." 

Mr. Davie— Yes, air, and also as to 
whether I was at liberty to cross-examine 
the witnesses put in the box by tho prose- 
cution. The two contentions aro entirely 
difforont. While 1 may not bo able to 
call evidence, 1 no doubt have the right to 
cross- examine the witnesses. If the right 
of the defence to cross-examine witnesses 
in a libel case in tho polico court is denied 
it cannot bo granted in any other casein 
the polico court. Mr. Davie did not con- 
tend for tho right to call evidence but 
claimed that the right to cross-examine 
was absolute, citing section 222 of tho 
Procedure uct, Reg. vs. Griffiths,. 1(1, Cox 
C. C. 45. There was no distinction' on 
this point between libel and any other 
criminal proceeding. 

The magistrate thought that if he al- 
lowed evidence, either direct or by cross- 
examinatiori, to bo received for tho de- 
fence, ho would be doing so without 
authority, and if tho witnesses spoke un- 
truths, they would not be guilty of per- 
jury. 

Mr. Davie claimed that evidence for 
tho defence was taken in tlie police court 
every day and in this respect the statutes 
in forco in England and in Canada differ. 

His honor acknowledged tho fact, but 
urged that such evidence was received in 
tho absence of objection and the evidence 
was only received to break down the pro- 
secution by disprn zing the charges. In 
libel cases, however, evidence of justifica- 
tion is not relevant to tho charge and can 
only be sot up in the assize court on a 
plea specially pleaded for that purpose. 

Mr. Davio thought that perhaps the 
discussion was premature, aud that the 
best plan would be to continue tho evi- 
dence and deal with the objections as they 
might arise. 

His honor assented to this course. ' 

Mr. Mills contended that the cross- 
examination must not be allowed to ex- 
tend to any matters tending to justify the 
libel. 

His Honor — That is my ruling. 

The point having been settled, Mr. Da- 
vie requested that Mr. Grant might bo re- 
called according to promise. 

Mr. Mills— I shall do nothing of the 
kind. I shall put Mr. Rithet back again 
to be cross examined by Mr. Davie. Mr. 
Rithet was in the box when the court ad- 
journed. 

Mr. Rithet was recalled but not ques- 
tioned by the counsel for the defence. 

Mr. Davie again asked for tho recall 
of Mr. Grant, and said that 
Mr. Grant had been sworn and the 
prosecution had asked to allow him to 
loave tho box in order that Mr. Rithet, 
who was in waiting, might he able to give 
his evidence and retire. The request was 
conceded by counsel for dofenco upon the 
distinct understanding that Mr. Grant 
was to be recalled for cross-oxami nation. 

Mr. Mills — I object to Mr. Theodore 
Davio conducting this case, your Honor. 
I am hero to conduct tho ci-.se, and I will 
do it. I placed Mr. Grant in tho box 
simply to swear to the information, and I 
intend to put him back and examine him 
myself, and then Mr. Davie can cross- 
examine him. I shall put him back pres- 
ently. 

His Honor said that Mr. Grant had 
been allowed to leave the box to oblige 
tho counsel for the prosecution. It was 
distinctly understood that Mr. Davie 
would be afforded an opportunity tocross- 
exsmine him after Mr. Rithet had been 
examined. It would be tho proper prac- 
tice to recall Mr. Grant as it was under- 
stood he was to bo returned to the box as 
booh as Mr. Rithet had been examinod. 

Mr. Davio — And good faith, too. 

Mr. Mills — 1 am not committing any 
breach of faith and 1 do not intend to. I 
shall return Mr. Grant to the box, and 
now, if your honor desires me to. 

Submitting to tho ruling of the court 
Mr. Grant was recalled and his examina- 
tion continued. He deposed aa follows: 
My name is John Grant. 1 am Mayor of 
tho City of Victoria; 1 see in tho issue of 
Thk Colonist, bearing date of Oct. 3rd, 
which 1 now hold, a letter headed "Who 
Connived at Thomas Russell's Escape ?" 
(The witness proceeded to read the letter 
to the court). I take it that the mayor 
referred to is myself; Thomas Russell is 
und&ubtedly the gentleman who occupied 
the position of treasurer, assessor and col- 
lector until about tho first of tho prcsont 
month when I understand ho left for the 
other sido; 1 mean the United Status; I 
believe there is a charge against Thomas 
Russell; the charge is embezzlement or 
fraud; (the charge produced and tho in- 
formation against Thomas Russell placed 
in evidence); tho charge is that ho did 
feloniously steal or embezzle the funds of 
the City of Victoria at divers times; 1 
cannot say whether or not a 
warrant was issued for his arrest. (War- 
rant handed to tho witness.) Yes. There 
sooniQ to be a warrant. It is signed D. 
R. Harris, Justice of the Peace, on the 
27th of September, for the arrest of Thus. 
Russell. I am informed by the proper 
authorities that the police attempted to 
carry out their instructions. Theso pro- 
ceedings have, I believe, been ratified by 
the council. 

Mr. Mills— 1 will put the minutes in 
evidence. 

The witnoss, continuing — Before Thus. 
Russell left for the other sido l believe he 
was suspended. I only know this from 
the minutes of the special meeting of the 
council, which were ratified afterwards at 
a meeting' I presided over as mayor. I 
know the defendants in this caBo. They 
ore, I believe, the publishers of The 
Colonist newspaper. >Sinc° f have been 
mayor The Colo^t has not boon friend- 
ly to me. According to my judgment 
their conduct has been most unfair and 
untruthful. 1 say thoy have been unfair 
and untruthful in reporting my actions or 
words spoken by myself. 

Mr. Mills placed in evidence copies of 
Thk Colonist bearing the dates of Sopt. 
27th, 28th and 2i)th respectively. 

The Witness— Theso aro papers pub- 
lished by tho defendants and wore de- 
livered to mo by their agents. I am now 
referring to a paper of the date of Sept. 
27th and am looking over a report of the 
council proceedings of the night before. 
There is much contained in the report 
that in not correct. There are words left 
out and others put in to give a different 
meaning from what was said, snaking it 
appear absurd. Tho report is not true

London, Oct. 25.— Before the Parnell 
commission to-day the attorney-general 
resumed his address. He said the land 
league originated in America and the con- 
piracy was benefitted by American money. 
Members of the league in America were 
dynamiters and advocates of murder and 
thoy had Parnellites as accomplices. It is 
absurd to say that Parnell had no rela- 
tions with Patrick Ford. A host of facts 
proved the intimate connection between 
the two. The attorney-general quoted 
extracts from the Irish World to prove 
the connection of the Parnellites with the 
American section of the Irish extremists. 
He then dwelt upon the misdoing of the 
national league in America until the 
court ndjoui nod. 

Lord Mnckvlllc's Rluuiler. 

London, Oct. 25. — The St. Jama' Ga- 
zette comments as follows on tho letter 
which Lord Sackville, British minister at 
Washington, wrote to an English voter of 
California: "in tho prosont position of 
American politics Lord Sackville should 
not have written such a letter oven under 
the seal of privacy, but tho fact that he 
acted in perfect innoconcu is cloar. The 
idea which certain American politicians 
appear to hold that England is ready to 
help to re-elect President Cleveland is a 
thorough mistake. Tho personality of 
the future President is purely a domestic 
question." Tho Olobe says: "Lord Sack- 
ville fell into a trap too readily. Happily 
he did not commit himself by giving a 
testimonial which would have been invalu- 
able to representative wire pullers. The 
trick is too obvious and discreditable to 
have much effect." 

At the Beqaett «r the Qaeen. 

London, Oct. 25. — Count Hatzfeldt, 
Gorman ambassador, had another lung in- 
terview to-day with Lord Salisbury in re- 
ference to the printing of certain private 
German documents in England. The re- 
sult of the interview is not known. Dr. 
Mackenzie haa written to a friend that he 
published his book on the Emperor Fred- 
erick's case at the request of Queen Vic- 
toria and Empress Frederick. 

Ilel4 a» Witnesses. 

Dublin, Oct. 26. — It is asserted by tho 
Freeman's Journal that two hundred 
Irish policemen, upon whom subpeenaes 
have been served, are held in readiness to 
testify before the Parnoll commission 
against the Parnellites. The Journal also 
states that the papers seized at Matthew 
Hairis' house have been turned over to 
the Times. 

HhuIIuk «|> Hvla>ace. 

Dubdin, Oct. 20. — A solicitor who is 
supposed to bo working in behalf of tho 
London Times, attempted to-day to inter- 
view Mallet aud McCaffrey, who are im- 
prisoned in Downpatrick jail. Both re- 
fused to divulge any information whatever 
on Irish matters. It is reported that the 
Times will ask the Parnell commission to 
compel theso men to attend sessions of 
court. 

The Pnrucll Defence fund. 

Dublin, Oct. 2C. — The Parnell defence 
fund now amounts to £11,000. 

I'rlfuiily Feeling Belweeu France aud 
■■ntla. 

Paris, Oct. 25. — A lunch was given to- 
day at Cherbourg to the officers of the 
Russian squadron at that port. The 
mayor offered a toast to the union of tho 
French and Russian pooples, and the 
maritime prefect proposed a toast to the 
Russian navy. The commander of the 
Russian man of-war Machinoff responded, 
and toasted President Carnot and the 
French army and navy. A band played 
tho Russian anthem.

UNHAPPY FLORIDA. 

The Yellow Kevvr Kpldoiuic Again ou the In- 
crease— The People Becoming Panic- 
Stricken and Kii'eiutf to 
the Weeds. 

(Special to Thk COLONIST,) 
Jacksonville, Oct. 25, —There has 
been un increase in the number of casus 
of yellow fevor in South Jacksonville and 
a panic has resulted. Dozens of families 
arc leaving, and tho town will soon be de- 
sorted. Tho resident physician said that 
tho number of cases of fever there were 
not yellow fovur, but the physicians from 
this city deckre it was yellow fever, and 
yesterday tho resident doctor acknowl- 
edged that it was. Tho alarm of the 
peoplo at South Jacksonville was increased 
by another death this morning making 
live altogether. The people have closed 
their houses, thrown away their clothing 
and gono to the woods. 

Jacksonville, Oct. 25. — There lias 
boon quite an increase in the number of 
now cases of yellow fever to-day, Seventy; 
one being reported, the largest of any 
one day in the past four weeks. This in- 
cieaso is partly accounted for by the fact 
that one or two physicians have reported 
two days cases together. The death tve 
ord is still low. The situation at ent i 
prise causes great alarm. The preside 
of tho board of health there tolegi'.i|iu^ 
that there aro nine people sick, six Ofthem 
ina critical condition, and asks foran : addi- 
tional physician and other aid; The 
surgeon-general has ordered Dr. Posey to 
proceed to Enterprise at once and two 
nurses have been sent from Sanford. 



THE RAILWAY WAR. 

Under Cover of Darkness The R>d River 
Koad Effects a Cross;ii{; Over tbe C. 
P. R. Track - Excitement Still Huns 
High. 

WlKNITEG, Oct. 25. — .lodge Taylor de- 
livered judgment yesterday morning, dis- 
missing the injunction granted tho C. P. 
R., restraining the Red River road from 
crossing thoir lino. The government: im- 
mediately took stops to make a forcible 
crossing, but the C. P. people applied for 
another injunction, which was granted. 
The hearing will take place Friday. A 
monster mass meeting was held last night 
nt which strong resolution's were passed 
condemning tho C. P. R. Two hundred 
citizens were sworn in as special cons- 
tables. Tho C. P. R. declare their in- 
tention to restrain a crossing till the de- 
cision is mado by tho Supremo Court next 
month. 

Indignation meetings aro being held at 
the provincial towns, and the action of 
the Canadian Pacific is strongly de- 
nounced. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 25. — Attorney-General 
Martin has inserted a flaming advertise- 
ment in tho papers, calling for special 
constables to go out to-morrow morning 
to clear the tracks of the Canadian Pa- 
cific. Ho will not nccept the decision of 
the courts and will resist the crossing. 
Excitement runs high and troublo is ex- 
pected. 

A forco of twenty-five provincial police- 
men, in charge of Chief Clark, and about 
thirty track layers left tho city last night 
it midnight and drove to Headiugly, 'fif- 
teen miles distant, whore the Portage line 
crosses the Glonbow Branch of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. Under cover of 
darkness thoy succeeded in crossing and 
a force of armed policemen are protecting 
it. An injunction has also been obtained 
prohibiting the Canadian Pacific to in- 
terfere with it. A large number of men 
were brought in from Port Arthur and 
other eastern points to-day to reinforce 
the little army the Canadian Pacific 
have stationed at the southwestern cross- 
ing- 

A DISAGREEABLE BATH. 

A DruHkfcu Sailor Tumbles from the Whsrf 
and Is Rescued by His 
Companion. 

At about nine o'clock last evening a 
sailor, named William Stone, who had 
imbibed a greater quantity of liquid, re- 
freshment than was good for him, was 
walking on Janion's wharf with a com- 
panion also half seas over. In some way, 
probably never to be determined, Stone 
slipped and fell from the wharf into tho 
water. Fortunately the cold bath had 
the effect of partially sobering him, and 
ho managed to keep his head above water 
until his companion, with the assistance 
>f a man brought to the spot by the cry 
for help, rescued him from his unpleasant 
position. His cold dip, which might very 
dasily have been his last, will probably be 
a better lesson to him than a dozen 
homilies on temperance.

Public attention lias been directed by 
the London Times to tho defective condi- 
tion of the Canadian ocean steamboat ser- 
vice. Canadian steamships are too slow, 
mid the accommodation they give is hot 
of the quality which the best class of 
travellers demand. The Canadian lines 
in their present condition cannot compote 
with the Now York lines. The Times 
sees that if Canada and Great Britain are 
to derive all the benefit which tho Canad- 
ian Pacific Railway and its Pacific steam- 
ship lino are capable of yielding, there 
must be in connection with thorn a Cana- 
dian Atlantic steamship service equal in 
every respect to that of New York. A 
late telegram to the Efrrtpire says: ''There 
is undoubtedly a growing opinion (in 
Great Britain) that unless Canada initi- 
ates an Atlantic service equal to tho Now 
York service she must fail in hor efforts 
to establish a route to the East iiiu the 
be no 
short- 
er railway line across the continent, and 
of a shorter ocean route to Europe will bo 
lost to Canada if thero are not steamships 
sailing from Canadian ports which are able 
to carry passengers, mails and freight ac- 
ci'osa the ocean as quickly as any that run 
between Europe and tho United States. 
With such a line of steamships on the At- 
lantic side of the continent the American 
railroads and steamships will compete at 
n very great disadvantage with the Carta 
dian and consequently Canada will be able 
to obtain its full share of Eastern trade 
and travel. This is a matter in which 
British Columbia is largely and directly 
interested.

A COMPARISON.

Wo are told that if Canada should 
become part of the United States its 
young people would remain at homo and 
that its population would increase at a 
rapid rate. Real estate, tho annexation- 
ists attirm, would soon bo doubled in value 
and a paying market would be found for 
everything that the country produces. 
If tho advocates of annexation are to be 
believed Canada united to the Great Re- 
public would, before very long, become 
an earthly paradise. This is very plaus- 
ible talk and there are, no doubt, many 
who believe that the talkers have good 
grounds for what they say. But when 
we enquire a little into its soundness we 
find that the conclusions thoy have ar- 
rived at are hardly warranted by tho con- 
dition of those States of the Union which 
as to their geographical position, the na- 
ture of the country and other conditions, 
most resemble the older provinces of the 
Dominion. Now as to increase of popu- 
lation. The "exodus" is, as we all know, 
a standing grievance with the people of 
Eastern Canada. Of course, according to the 
annexationists union with the States 
would immediately put a atop to that.

THE RISE AND PALL OK A TRUST. 

A lumber trust was formed in California 
not very long ago. The immediate con 
sequence was that the price of lumber 
went rapidly- up to a very high point, 
Those who wanted lumber and could not 
do without it had to pay the price de- 
manded by the trust. For several months 
rough boards sold for §22.50. Tho mem- 
bers of the trust were in great glee. "They 
believed that they had the country at 
their mercy and that their fortunes were 
made. They got themselves incorporated 
and for a time everything was lovely. 
But somehow there came a break in prices. 
Lumber went down in spite of the pledges 
exacted by tho tru3t. The members be- 
gan to accuse each other of treachery and 
lirst one and then another in spite „f tho 
authority of the trust, began to sell at a 
lowor price. This led to more discontent 
and to worse confusion. Prices went 
flown further still, and the members of 
the combine began openly to compete 
with each other. From §20 the price of 
rough boards fell to §14, and the trust 
found itself undersold right and left, See- 
ing mutters in this condition the trust it- 
self went into the business of cutting 
price? ; and boards were soon sold at a 
price that hardly covered the cost of pro- 
duction. In fact the combination virtu- 
ally burst and open competition became 
again tho order of tho day in the lumber 
trade of California. Some of tho more 
sanguine members of tho combine expect 
that their organization will get together 
again and will bo soon as strong as ever. 
But as tho confidence which the members 
had in each other has boon dostroyod it is 
not very likely that tho breaches in the

How do the annexationists account for 
the greater increase of the Canadian 
Provinces in those ten years during 
the greater part of which they 
were suffering from severe com- 
mercial depression 1 The New England 
States enjoyed all tho advantages of the 
closest possible commercial union with tho 
other states of the Union. Tho market of 
fifty millions was open to them, yet they 
could not keep their young people at 
home. If the Canadian provinces are to 
enjoy such very great advantages as they 
aro promised from unrestricted recipro- 
city, how is it that the States, which most 
resemble those provinces in their position 
and natural resources, did not increase as 
fast as they did during those ten years? 
A satisfactory answer must be given to 
that question before the annexationist 
advocates can be expected to make many 
converts in the East among thinking men. 
The farinors of New York enjoy all the 
advantages which are promised to those of 
Ontario under commercial union or an- 
nexation. If what half that the apostles 
of annexation tell us is true, they ought 
to bo rolling in wealth. They aro indus- 
trious, economical and intelligent, and if 
their opportunities of becoming rich aro 
as many and as gieat as wo aro told thoy 
are, they are just the kind of men to make 
tho most of them. Aro, thuu, the Now 
York farmers, as a class, so very prosper- 
ous ?

A gentleman who 1ms been a resident of 
Victoria, B.C., for 30 years, was a pas- 
senger by Saturday morning's express on 
his return from a visit to his native land, 
Scotland. He says that from the time ho 
landed at Quebec till ho reached hero he 
had only seen one day of fine weather, 
that was in Montreal. He saw snow all 
the way less or more till about Medicine 
Hat it • began to bo thin. Here ho was 
pleased to find warm sunshine and people 
going about tho streets as if in mid- 
summer. 

When that gentloman arrives at his old 
home tho contrast between the west and 
the east will be still more striking. Hero 
tho grass is still green, flowers aro bloom- 
ing in tho gardens, fruit is hanging on tho 
trees, and the only snow within sight is 
on the mountain tops many miles away. 

The rolations between England and 
Germany appear to be a little unpleasant. 
The disagreement partakes more of the 
nature of a family quarrel than of a na- 
tional misunderstanding. The young Em- 
peror appears to have contracted a violent 
dislike to his mothor's kindred, and, if 
report is true, his relations with tho late 
Empress aro not such as ought to exist 
between mothor and son. The quarrel 
between Sir Morell Mackonzic and the 
Gorman physicians seoms to be taken up 
by tho Royal Families of the two coun- 1 
trios, and tho publication of the extracts 
from tho late Emperor's diary has still 
further complicated matters. Bismarck 
is represented as being strongly anti- 
English, and thoyoung Emperor, it is said, 
is greatly prejudiced against tho nation 
over which his grandmother rules. But 
although these disagreements aro much 
talked about, it is not by any moans 
likely that they aro regarded as serious 
enough to interrupt tho peaceful rolations 
that have so long oxistod between Great 
Britain and Germany. 

The railway agitation in Manitoba is 
becoming very lively, and there are indi- 
cations that a collision botween the ser- 
vants of the local government and em- 
ployees of tho Canadian Pacific is not far 
off. But we are slow to behove that 
either the people of the provinco or the 
railway company will act in opon defiance 
of the decision of tho Supremo Court. 
That docision has not yet been given. 
When it is the probability is that it will 
be quietly submitted to. There are ex- 
citable people in the provinco who talk 
loudly and make a great deal of fuss just 
now, but they will cool down by and by, 
and the sensible men who really have the 
good of the province at heart will find 
some way of settling tho difficulty with- 
out a resort to violence. Nothing, we 
presume, will bo done by either of the 
parties before the decision of the court is 
declared. If that decision is against tho 
railway company, we are quite sure that 
it will offer no opposition to its being 
carried into effect. If it is against the 
Manitoban government, it will, we trust, 
be quietly acquiesced in, and tho proper 
means resorted to for bringing about an 
amiable settlement of the dispute.

THE FIRE LIMITS. 

To thk Editor:— I observe in a roport 
of last night's proceedings of the City 
Council a discussion arose in connection 
with an application for permission to carry 
out certain alterations in a wooden build- 
ing within the tire limits prescribed by tho 
by-law, and it is quite evident, thoro is not 
that unanimity ot feeling as to what 
should be done under such circumstances. 

Tho object in defining fire limits is 
clearly to encourage in every possibly 
way the building up of the city with sub- 
stantial and durable material, and to do 
away as quickly as possible with the 
numerous unsightly and dangerous rook- 
eries which are so numerous in our midst. 

Unfortunately there is a growing dis- 
position on the part of tho Council to 
treat the fire limits question with consid- 
erable laxity, and permission to make 
alterations and additions to wooden build- 
ings has been frequently allowed, and tho 
same might be said with regard to veran- 
dahs, sovoral of which have beon re- 
instated when opportunities for their 
abolishment had presented themselves. 

If the Council would only realize their 
responsibility in this matter, and instead 
of suggesting that the by-law is a hard 
one, seek tho propor method of sotting it 
right by amendment, and then carry it 
out in its integrity, there would be a pros- 
pect of the business portion of the city 
rapidly developing into well appointed 
brick and stono blocks. Ill 1885 the 
Council, by tho firm action adopted by 
tho lire wardens, resisted successfully an 
attempt to re-build an old "apology" for 
a wooden store on Yates street, where a 
docent brick block now stands. Lot there 
be no uncertain action in carrying out 
this important by-law, i.e. if citizens are 
desirous of having a city worthy of the 
name it bears. R.

No. 164. 

A BY-LAW, 

To give oflbct to tho Statute changing 
tho title of the Councillors to that of 
" Aldermen." 

IXTHKREAS, BY THE ACT OF 51 VICTORIA. 
' ' Chap. 2i, entitled "An Act to amond the 
Municipalities' Act, 1881, and amonding Act," 
section 1, it is onncted as follows:— 

1. On and after tho passage of this Act, the 
Councillors of tho Cities of Victoria, Now West- 
minster and Nanaimo shall be styled Aldermen, 
and tho Municipality Act, 1881. and Act s amend- 
ing the same, aro horeby amended by substi- 
tuting the word "Alderman" in lieu of the word 
Councillor,' 1 wherever tho same is used In tho 
said Acts In counoctiou with the said cities. 

Be it thbrkfork Enacted by the Council 
of the Corporation of tho City of Victoria, as 
follows : 

I. Tho "Council By-Law," and all othor now 
existing By-Laws, eontainirg any reference to

THE MOODY MEETINGS, 

Urge Attendance at Both 8crvlces-The Prodi- 
gal Son at the Rink. 

There was a larger attendance than 
usual at the service in the Pandora street 
Methodist church. Mr. Moody prefixed 
his address with the following remarks 
anent the press and bible readings: 

I want to say a word about the press. 
Wo have had very good reports of our 
services recently in our daily papors. I 
would, like to see you use the press more 
than you do. Let the ministers use tho 
press. Publish your sermons. I got a 
letter from a' man in Tacoma tho other 
day who said that ho had been converted 
through reading one of my sermons in the 
daily papers. Why don't you buy these, 
papers and send thorn away to your 
friends abroad. Mark those notices and 
sond them away. There is no reason why 
Christians should not uso the press as one 
of the ageucies to further the Kingdom of 
Heaven. 

Another thing I want to say to you is 
to feed on this word of God. One of the 
most interesting features in my work is 
tho interest manifested in bible study. 
Wo can't study this book too much and 
we ought to study it systematically. 1 
mean why shouldn't we all read the same 
scripture day by day. A sort of union, 
bible class. Here for instance is a littlo 
paper published in Chicago by the 
Evangelization Society, in which there is 
a chapter of scripturo published for overy 
day in tho week. Why not form a union 
hero in Victoria. Suppose Mr. Gardiner 
and Mr. Toaguo take hold of this matter 
and get the names of all who would like 
to form themselves into a union. And 
then we will all read this Word of God in 
concert. And in this way we will all feed 
upon those holy scriptures. Hero Mr. 
Moody offered a prayer for the press and 
those (especially prisoners) who read these 
papers and for all who read their biblo 
that a greater lovo for the holy book 
might prevail. 

lie then addressed tho audience as fol- 
lows: Tho word of God and the spirit of 
God will alone koop a man up on tho 
mountain top — up beyond his fears and 
doubts. This afternoon I want to consider 
tho work of tho Holy Spirit. In the first 
placo tho Holy Spirit was sent into tho 
world to convince of sin. It is a good 
sign to see people feol badly. There are 
many sinners who need to waken up. 
They may got mad but all the bettor. 1 
wish 1 had the- power to make overy man 
here to-day certain that 1 was right after 
him.

Again the Holy Spirit is sent into tho 
world to inspire liopo and ah ! what a 
poor dark world this would bo wore it not 
for the Hope we cherish through Christ of 
the evangolization of this universe. 

Again the work of the Holy Spirit is to 
give liberty.

The 
defendant's counsel, Mr. W. J. Taylor, 
explained that tho defendant's words were 
misrepresentation, that he did not impute 
neglect or unskilfulness to Dr. Fagan in 
his treatment of the deceased Alex.

Fish 
drying and salting will be their principal 
business to commence with but they will 
extend operations as soon as circumstances

Havo you got it I I believe if the Church 
got wakened up wo could havo nothing 
short of a Pentecost. I havo hoard of 
Christians who said thoy didn't beliovo in 
revivals, and yet there is not a church on 
oarth that has not been born of a revival. 
Oh ! let us havo a band of men who will 
not give up praying till wo got a Pento- 
Mst. Oh I if this Spirit would only fall 
on us now as it did in Jerusalem, there 
would be as many people converted at the 
Rink as there have been for tho last 
twenty-four years in this city. 

Look ! See those hundreds of young 
men going straight to tho devil, having 
been brought up in Christian homes. 
Why ? Bocauso we havo not got tho 
power we ought to have. Fathers, don't 
you want this power t Mothers, don't 
you ? You know you do. God will give 
you a blank cheque. Ho will give you 
all you want. Elijah held the Koy of 
Heaven. For three years tho clouds ro- 
fusod to give rain. Ho know tho secret 
of this powor and Elishagot a doublo por- 
tion of this Spirit in answer to prayer. 
Wouldn't you sister, brother, liko to get 
this power i Wouldn't you like to shine 
for Jesus in Victoria? Let us havo a 
fifteen minutes prayer meeting. 

THE EVENING SERVICE, 

Mr. Moody, in his introductory re- 
marks, again referred to tho excellent re- 
ports of the mootinga in tho newspapers, 
and recommended that, everyone should 
purchase papers and send them to their 
friends. Ho also referred to the Y.M.C.

Perhaps 
he wont clown to Memphis, and whon ho 
got there it did not tako him more than 
five years before he got thiongh with all 
his money. And ho was a good follow nil 
the time — smoking tho best cigars and 
drinking tho best wines, and treating 
othor young men. What did he care for 
all home restraints, such as mother's 
bible, etc. And ho wont in for a good 
time, and no dniiht ho had a good tune so 
long as it lasted. But by and by thorn 
came a famine —and it always does pome, 
no man turns his back on home but what 
he soon meets with a famine. Ho goes to 
the pawnbroker, pawns his gold watch, 
diamond ring, etc., but no one hoips him. 
The very men who smoked his cigars and 
mode fun of him in his ruin called him a 
dude — a/ool. Yes, tho very men who 
helped him made fun of him. 

There was a rcdooming feature about 
tins young man, and that is he didn't beg 
nor steal. Ho wont looking for a job. 
Perhaps ho wanted to got into a store as a 
clerk, and so at last ho got aomo work 
with a man who kept swine. And he 
went into the field and would fain have 
tilled bis belly with the husks which the 
swine did oat. Sir, that is the way of ttiu 
world now. Theso tavern-keepers will 
kick a man out as soon as the mono)'- iR 
gone. And now this prodigal began to 
think of other days — days whon ho hud 
all his home comforts. How many serv- 
ants have my father, etc. True, it was a 
battle, The power of God drawing him 
back, and tho powor of si u drawing him 
on. Look for a moment at that old home, 
look at that old father ( Not a moment, 
during all these years bub what he was 
thinking about his wayward boy. 

The prodigal lost pretty nearly every 
thing he hail taken away from tho old 
home, but thoro was one thing ho didn't 
Joso — a father's low. The servants could 
have told how ofton that old father had 
prayed for that hoy- Oh ! how much he 
loved him I notwithstanding bis sin. Ah I 
he now loved h'ni moie, and overy 
moment ho waited his return. And it was 
that which brought that son homo again. 
Ah ! how true it iB that the lovo of God 
leader)' bo repuiitance. So this boy bo- 
jjins to think of his father's love. How in 
bidding him good-bye, he broke down in 
tours and begged hint nob to go, and 
although sin draws him on, still he begins 
to get the victory and by-aud-by he rises 
up and says "1 will." Oh ! what joy in 
that old home ! And hows ho pushes 
along homeward and as he draws nearer and 
nearer his heart leaps for joy.

Now at last 
ho sees his boy away in the distance, and 
so ho rushes down ami away out of tho 
gate and down tho road to moot the prod- 
igal. All the servants wondered why the 
old man should hurry so. At last the 
father and son fall upon each other's neck, 
and now the father calls for a ring and a 
robe, and the fatted calf was speedily 
killed. Look at that scene. Such a sup- 
per table— loaded down. The old father 
looks so happy, sitting ;.it t.ho head »>f tho 
table, and the lost boy feasting upon such 
good things, cries for very joy. He 
had enough or sin — of husks, of rags, of 
hunger. He didn't want to go back. No 
man when ho gets home to God over 
wants to go away. And this story of the 
prodigal is intended to teach us that God 
— our God, is full of compassion, Not i 
drunkard, nor fallen girl m this room to 
night, but what may feel that God is love. 
The first thing 1 can remember was my 
father's death. The next thing I can re- 
member was the fact of my eldest brother 
running away from home. Sitting around 
that old home fireside wo used to talk 
about everything else but that boy's ab- 
sence. Years and years passed before 
my deal ' did mother heard of that prod- 
igal boy. Whereupon one beautiful June 
morning as she sat with her infant twins 
upun her knee, a tall full-bearded man 
walked up to the fronb gate and she 
rushed forth and cried, "Oh! my boy, 
my boy! come in, come in!" "No," 
said he, " I will not come ill, mother, un- 
til you have forgiven me." Don't you 
think that mother forgave him ? Ah, 
yes ! Day after day, hour after hour — for 
yiam she had prayed for that boy, and 
not u moment had lie been absent from 
her thoughts. Don't you think, there- 
fore, she forgave him ? 

Friends— God loves you. His heart is 
full of compassion, Jlo stands to-night 
with outstretched arms waiting for your 
return. Oh ! conio to ,, esus, come to- 
night — borne iioia 

At tho conclusion scores pressed into 
the inquiry room.

Three Uttle Boys Who Must Go to Sea to 
Reform,

appear before the bar of justice at the 
police magistrate's levco yesterday morn- 
ing, Richard promptly acknowledged 
that he had boon obviously obfusticatod.

Mr. Mills — I have u right to put in 
previous libels and unfair comments in 
order to show malice. 

Mr. Davie — Mr. Blills is quite right. I 
have no objection. 

His Honor— If there iano objection go 
on. 

Witness, continuing, referring to Tun 
Colonist of Sopt. 28tU. There is in this 
paper an editorial beaded "The Mayor 
and the Audit. " . Thero is a great deal 
said in this that is iucorroet, (Referring to 
The Colonist of the 29th September). 
In the editorial headed "The 'Iuyor and 
His Methods," there are many things 
contained in this that are not correct and 
that would turn me into ridicule. 

Witness — I instructed my solicitor to 
writ a to the publishers of The Colonist 
for the name of tho writor of the letter 
.signed ''Taxpayer" appearing in tho issue 
of September 3rd. 

Mr. Davio here ventured bo address it 
private remark not bearing on the wit- 
ness' evidence, to a reporter of THE C'ol- 
o.vlst, and Mr. Mills angrily and getting 
very red, remarked: "I'hat's right, Mr. 
Reporter. Get it down as Mr. Davie tells 
you." 

Mr. Davio said ho was offering no sug- 
gestions in regard to tlio reporter's work. 

The evidence of Mr. Grant continued: 
In reply to my request through Mr, Hott 
he received a letter from Mr. Theodore 
Davie, declining on hehalf of The Colon- 
ist, to answer the request. 

The direct examination of Mr. Grant 
being concluded, tho court rose for a re- 
cess of ono hour. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Mayor Grant cross-examined by Mr. 
Davie :— You say that the report of tho 
Council meeting contained in tho Colon- 
ist of the 27th is incorrect? 

Witness —Yes, 1 said it was unfair mid 
untrue. 

Mr, Davio — Will you just read tho ar- 
ticle through and point out in what par- 
ticulars it is unfair or untrue 1 

Mr. Mills— I object to the question. 

His Honor — On wliHt groundV 

Mr. Mills contended that tho defence 
could not go into the question of articles 
apart from the main libel even if the wit- 
ness had slated they were false 
in soino particulars. He said he had 
only examined Mr. Grant in regard to 
the report of the council meeting, and lie 
did not think Mr. Davie had any right to 
cross-examine on any other point, even if 
hu could possibly on that. To do this 
would be to justify,: which his Honor had 
ruled could not bo done. 

M r. Davie said that in deference to his 
Honor's ruling ho was nob going bo cross- 
examine upon the libel laid in the infor- 
mation at all, but as Mr. Mills had intro- 
duced the antecedent articles in tho news- 
papers to show malice, the door was now 
opened to the defence to show that there 
was no malice at all, and that what was 
claimed to show malice was truthful and 
fair. Mr. Mills had opened the fullest 
cross-examination to the defence by put- 
ting in these articles, and counsel for de- 
fence was at liberty to cross-examine fully 
to show they were truthful and not mali- 
cious. 

The magistrate thought that the prose- 
cution should have contented themselves 
with proving the publication of the libel 
sued on, that would have been enough. 
Now, however, that they had gone fur- 
ther and put in other libels as proof of 
malice, 'they themselves had opened full 
scope to the defence to explain and justify 
theso other libels in any way they could. 
After tho prosecution had titken the lati- 
tude which thoy had availed fheuiselves 
of he could not limit tho defence. 

Mr. Mills said ho had only examined 
the witness in regard to the report of the 
council proceedings. Ho thought Mr. 
Davie should confine his croas-esam illa- 
tion to this. 

Mr. Davie, to tho witness, (referring to 
tlit? report of the council proceedings) — 
Will you lirat point out wherein tho report 
of the council proceedings is unfair or 
untrue ? 

Mr, Grant— 1 have marked in pencil 
live places in tho report (placed in court 
as Exhibit D) which I claim bp bo unfair, 
and one of tho five untrue. The one I 
say is entirely untrue. It is marked "No. 
5" and reads "1 do not know and 1 don't 
think you do either," etc. Tho reason 1 
pronounce this portion of the report un- 
true is because 1 never used the language 
quoted. I did not say "I know more 
about figures than any auditor." The 
language 1 used was "1 know as much 
about figures as any of tho auditors." 

Mr. Davie — On that occasion you ob- 
jected, did you not, to the reception of the 
auditors' report ? 

Witness — 1 did not object to tho recep- 
tion of the report. 

Mr. Mills (hastily)— 1 object to that 
question, as it is a question in the libel. 

His Honor — All this evidence would 
have been shut put if it had not been for 
your examination. You can't stop him 
now. 

Mr. Davie — Did you not object to the 
report in its thou condition being read '/ 

Mr. Mills— I object to tho question. 

Mr. Davio repeated his query. 

The witness — This was one of tho par- 
agraphs I did not mark. The language 
speaks for itself. I don't deny that the 
first paragraph is correct. 1 did not say 
it was correct. 1 wish tny counsel, Mr. 
Mills, to advise me. Shall I answer that 
question? 1 

Mr. Davie— You are in the stand giving 
evidence, Mr. Grant, not Mr, Mills — 

Mr. Grant — Your honor, I wish my 

counsel to instruct mo whether Mr. 

Mills Bhall 1 answer '/ 

Mr. Mills — Oh, yes, yos ! 

The witness, to Mr. Davie — That is 
practically what 1 said. There is vory 
little to be found fault with in that para- 
graph. 

"The paragraph reads as follows:— 

"THE AUDITORS' llErOKT, 

"His worship said before proceeding with 
the regular business ho desired to draw 
attention to tho auditors' report, which 
had been handed to him during thu past 
week, and ho would like the matter to bo 
dealt with first. The report showed a 
shortage in several departments, and ho 
thought it was the duty of the auditors to 
submit data and ovidonce upon which 
they found such shortage This matter 
should have been dealt with in tho same 
manner as is done in bringing in reports 
in all legislative bodies, and it was clearly 
the duty of the auditors to furnish the de- 
tails of their findings in order to afford any- 
one who might bo accused a chance to ex- 
plain away too charge of shortage in tho 
accounts. Ho (the Mayor) did not think 
it a proper report, and iii all fairness to 
those gentlemen who are believed to ho 
responsible for the shortago, the data 
upon which the auditors base their find- 
ings shuuld have been handed in with tho 
report. However, it would be for the 
board to decide upon it." 

Mr. Davie— At that time were you made 
aware of the data of this shortage ? 

Mr, Milh — I object to that question. 

Mr, Mills contended that Mr. Davio 
shouli confine himself in his cross- 
examination to the livo passages marked 
in the report. 

Mr. Grant requested the clerk to hand 
the record of his evidence to him to read, 
which the clerk did, the action of tho 
mayor calling for a sharp reproof from 
Mr. Davie, and the magistrate informed 
the witness that it "would all be reud 
over to him in duo time." 

Mr. Grant asked Mr. Davio to explain 
what shortage ho referred to in his last 
question, unci Mr. Davie wan proceeding 
to comply when Mr. Mills took objection 
again to the procedure. He thought Mr.

Davie was undertaking a justification of 
the libel. 

Mr. Davie explained that he was not 
not trying to establish a justification, but 
wished to rebut the articles claimed to be 
prior libels placed in evidence to provu 
mat Ice; 

Mr. Mills siiid that the defence was 
trying to prove indirectly what 
tlioy were debarred from provinc by 
tho production of direct evidence, 

The Magistrate- -Well, Mr. Mills, you 
brought this on yourself. 

Mr. Mills brought forward legal au- 
thorities to support his contention that 
the counsel for tho defence had no right 
to cross- examine until the case was taken 
to the higher court. 

Tho magistral said ti e proof of the 
publication was the only evidence neces- 
sary for him to receive to send the case 
up for trial, when all evidence could be 
received. 

Mr. Davio foresaw the position which 
the prosecution had endeavored to forco 
the defendant into, He thought, how- 
ever, that they had over-reached them- 
selves and had opened the door for the 
defence to enter with their evidence. 

The magistrate thought the easiest way 
out of the 'matter would be to strike out 
of tho evidence everything concerning the 
articles published prior to the communica- 
tion upon which action was based, 

Mr. Mills said this could bo done. 

Mr. Duvio claimed that there was no 
power to strike out anything which had 
been taken down. Tho defendant was 
entitled to tho benefit of it. The prose- 
cution had attempted to take an unfair 
advantage by excluding cross-examination 
and had over-reached themselves. Ho 
had expected that when Mr. Grant came 
into court he would come with a desire to 
have his actions enquired into, not wish- 
ing to shirk all investigation. 

The magistrate wishing to enquire into 
several points raised by tho legal counsel 
adjourned the case until Tuesday next at 
11.30 a.m.
